growyng and encreaſyng in certatne euyll diſpoſed perſons , 
and nere the citye of London, ſuch an tnozdinate boldnes, as they hauing 
& knowledge of Pzoceſle ſent fozth out of ſundzy Courtes of Recozde, to 
attache them by theirbodyes, to anſwer bnto Jultice : doe not only arme 
2 1] fvemirtues pzuely to withtande in fozcible maner, the officers harynge 
2 OS charge toerecute the ſame Pzocelle : but doe alſo make aſlaultes and open 
x3, frayes vpon the ſayd officers , bothe tothe manyfett contempte of publyke 
bo the danger of the liues of the ſayd officers. Whervpon her mateſtte hauing it bzoughte 
alſo to her remembzance,in what ſozt the Noble kyng her mateſties father, kyng Denry the eight , vpon 
the ithe dilozder growen about the xxix. yere of his reigne, did pzoutde ſpeedy remedy by a verye lireight 
y2oclamation, vnder great and moztall paynes to the offendozs therin. Whervpon alſo manyfeft quietnes 
»d enſe'w, to the execution of all the like pzocelle by Seriants,Bailiffes, and ſuch other miniſters, 
fo; theſe conſiderations, her maieſtie hauing alſoregard tomaintein her authozitie geten her by almigh- 
tx God, ouer al maner of perſons within her dominions, and to pzeſerue due reuerence toher lawes and 
to the minilters therof, traightly chargeth and commaundeth all maner of perſons, of what conditton ſos 
curr they be within any of her dominions, quietly @ peaceably to obey and yeld themſelues,to the Arreſtes 
zattachments of al Datozs, Dherifles, bailiffes, ſeriantes, other miniſters, without refuſall, reſcues, 0z 
reliance , vpon payn that aſwell the pzincipall oFendozs, as their ayders, mainteyners,and pzocurers fi 
any ſuch reſcues 02 reſiſtance, ſhalbe committed to p2iſon, there to remaine cloſe without any maner of Ip» 
bertie. And to be furder ſeuerally chaſtiſed and puniſhed foz the ſame contempt (beſides the puni<mente 
due fo: the cauſe, whervpon the attachment was awarded) as ſhalbe erpzeſlely deuiſed,limitted,# appoins 
ted by her mateſties own ſpectall direction, with thaduiſe of hex Counſell. And tn the meane ſeaſon not to 
be bailed 02 deliucred out of pziſfon by any maner of officer without hauing ſpecial warant therfoze, fron 
ber Baicttie:fo; ſo doth her highnes meane to take the care to her ſelfe, to puniſh ſuch anotable contempt, 
And to deuiſe fuch ſeucrall maner of puni<mentes, foz terroz and example, as ſhalbe requiſite to the mas 
ner 3 other circumltances of the offence. And furder her Wateſtie comandeth, that all other perſons being 
pxeſent 02 nere to any ſuch reſcues to be made, ſhall do their beſt endeauour to apde the publike officer, # to 
attache the offendozs and their adhezents, vpon payn to be likewiſe impzrſoned, vntill her mateſties pleas 
ſure halbe thertn ſpeciallye declared, Oz that the Jultices of the Allie, oz of Oper and terminer at thetx 
nert comming nere to that place, oz the peſident andcounſell(if the caſe hal ſo require) in the arches of 
wales, 02 inthe Nozth, ſhall other wiſe ozder therin,accozding to the quality of the fault. wherin her ma- 
ite chargeth the ſame Jultices, Pzeſidents and Counſell,to vſe ſuch ſeueritie asto the cauſe ſhall apper- 
tayn, and moue others , by therample and terroz of puniſhment to fozbeire from the lyke. Penen at Wells 
minlter the rri- day of Parch. i 554.
